119th    SEMI-ANNUAL    CONFERENCE 
HELD. 

Thousands  from  many  parts  of  America 
gathered  to  Temple  Square  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  October  ist,  as  the  opening  session 
of  the  three-day  October  General  Confer- 
ence commenced.  Timely  inspiration 
from  the  Lord  was  clearly  manifest  as 
Church  members  from  every  walk  of  life 
were  stimulated  by  the  sound  council 
which  flowed  from  the  lips  of  the  Leaders 
of  the  Restored  Church. 

This  counsel  touched  upon  many  sub- 
jects.    Discussed  with  wisdom  and  under- 


standing were  the  problems  of  nations, 
the  national  and  domestic  trends  which 
threaten  the  peace  and  harmony  of  the 
world,  and  present  problems  for  the 
Church  and  its  individual  members. 

One  them.e,  however,  was  more  or  less 
constant  throughout  the  conference ;  it 
concerned  the  Latter-day  Saint  home  with 
its  attendant  problems.  Many  things 
were  said  about  the  home  and  about  the 
responsibility  of  parents  to  train  their 
children  properly.

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THE  NEED  FOR  A  SAVIOUR

I  T  first  of  all  becomes  necessary  in  pur- 
*  suing  this  subject  to  define  the  term 
"Saviour".  A  Saviour  is  one  who  rescues 
another  from  a  fate  which  is  certain  or 
one  who  does  for  another  that  which  is 
impossible  for  another  to  do  for  himself. 
To  better  clarify  the  term  an  example  is 
fitting.

Picture  in  mind  a  rickety  footbridge 
crossing  a  deep  and  swirling  river.  The 
bridge  has  been  condemned  and  a  big 
sign  announces  the  warning.  A  group  of 
children  are  playing  near  one  side  of  the 
bridge  and  they  dare  one  of  their  group, 
a  small  boy,  to  cross  the  bridge.  Rather 
than  be  dubbed  a  sissy,  the  youngster 
starts  across,  making  his  way  warily, 
until  he  reaches  the  middle.  Suddenly, 
and  without  warning,  the  bridge  collapses 
and  the  young  lad  is  plunged  into  the 
deep  water  unable  to  swim.  Within  a 
few  minutes  this  young  boy  will  be  dead. 
Just  at  this  crucial  moment  a  young  man 
happens  by.  Realising  the  situation,  he 
plunges  into  the  water  and  after  a  few 
powerful  strokes  has  the  fear-struck  lad 
in  his  arms.  Soon  they  are  on  the  bank 
safe.  Here  we  have  a  case  of  a  saviour — 
the  young  man  did  that  for  the  little  boy 
which  the  little  boy  could  not  do  for  him- 
self. 


Now  that  we  understand  what  a  saviour 
is,  let  us  next  point  out  the  need  of  a 
saviour  in  our  present  existence.  In  our 
observations,  and  those  of  our  ancestors, 
one  fact  has  been  definitely  established — 
death  is  inevitable  to  all  creatures.  As 
sure  as  we  are  alive  this  day  we  will  all 
have  to  die  at  some  future  time.  No 
ordinary  man  can  save  us  from  this — we 
can't  save  ourselves  from  it — therefore  we 
need  a  saviour  to  save  us  from  death. 

There  is  yet  another  great  need  for  a 
saviour.  In  our  present  existence  we  have 
discovered  that  law  rules  the  univ^erse, 
and  that  by  breaking  any  law  (which  is 
sin)  punishment  is  inevitable.  This 
punishment  may  come  immediately  or 
there  may  be  a  lapse  of  time.  Obedience 
to  law  inevitably  brings  a  blessing.  These 
three :  Eternal  law  (or  God's  law,  for 
God  is  eternal).  Eternal  punishment  and 
Eternal  blessing,  go  hand  in  hand. 

A  physical  example  of  law,  punish- 
ment and  blessing  may  be  illustrated  by 
the  law  of  gravity.  Picture  a  person 
standing  on  a  cliff.  He  ventures  too  close 
to  the  edge,  slips,  and  falls  to  his  death 
— his  punishment  for  disregarding  the 
law  of  gravity.  If  he  had  regarded  that 
law  he  would  have  received  the  blessing 
of  continued  life.  In  this  case  even  if 
an  innocent  two-year-old  child  should 
toddle  too  close  to  the  edge  of  the  cliff, 
the  child  would  also  fall  to  its  death. 
If  the  law  is  disregarded  or  broken, 
justice  demands  that  the  punishment  be 
carried  out.  We  have  a  case  of  justice 
being  fulfilled,  but  there  is  no  mercy  in  it. 

There  is  little  difference  between  spiri- 
tual and  physical  laws.  With  spiritual 
laws  (the  laws  enumerated  in  the  "Ten 
Commandments"  and  Christ's  teachings) 
we  find  that  the  lapse  of  time  between  the 
breaking  of  the  law  and  the  time  for 
punishment  is  much  longer.  This  gives 
us  an  opportunity  to  repent.  But  why 
(Continued  on  page  120.)

on   Tour  with  the   President

PRESIDENT  and  Sister  June  B.  Sharp 
completed  their  final  tour  of  the 
Mission  with  mixed  feelings.  It  is  a  hard 
thing  when  dear  friends  must  part. 

It  was  a  memorable  3,800  miles  by  car. 
Returning  to  Cumorah  October  14th,  the 
usual  six-week  trip  was  completed  in  three 
weeks  and  two  days.  A  lot  of  memories 
were  crowded  into  that  short  period. 

"I  see  a  great  change  taking  place  up 
and  down  this  land".  President  Sharp 
remarked,  "both  in  the  growth  and  de- 
velopment within  the  Church  and  in  the 
attitude  of  the  country  towards  the 
Church". 

This  was  evidenced  by  the  wonderful 
meetings  held  in  each  Branch,  by  in- 
creased activities,  and  by  the  favourable 
publicity  which  the  Church  has  been  re- 
ceiving of  late  in  the  national  magazines 
and  local  newspapers. 


Memorable  farewell  meetings  were  held 
at  Port  Elizabeth,  East  London,  Pieter- 
maritzburg  and  Springs.  Choice  con- 
ference sessions  were  enjoyed  at  Durban 
and  Ramah.  Many  fine  socials  were  also 
held  in  their  honour. 

One  of  the  things  that  impressed  me 
most  during  the  trip  was  the  great  and 
genuine  love  for  President  and  Sister 
Sharp  so  openly  displayed  by  the  mem- 
bers of  each  Branch.  Many  a  hanky  was 
taken  from  pocket  and  purse  during  the 
farewell  testimonials.  It  was  easy  to  see 
that  they  have  endeared  themselves  to  the 
hearts  of  everyone  the  entire  mission  over 
.  .  .  and  it  is  easy  to  see  why.  Sister 
Sharp,  however,  sounded  a  note  of  com- 
fort in  her  Ramah  Conference  address 
when  she  reminded  us  all  that  "if  we  all 
remain  faithful  and  true  we  shall  surely 
meet  again". 
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The  important  news  from  Port  Eliza- 
beth, our  first  stop,  is  the  new  meeting 
place  which  has  helped  their  attendance 
considerably.  They  are  now  meeting  in 
the  City  Hall,  which  is  a  great  improve- 
ment over  past  meeting  conditions. 

The  big  talk  while  in  East  London 
was  the  many  friends  who  are  attending 
services.  While  we  were  there,  out  of  the 
approximate  45  who  attended,  only  10 
were  members. 

After  leaving  East  London  we  turned 
our  wheels  toward  Durban  via  Molteno, 
Zastron  and  Basutoland.  This  section  of 
the  trip  offered  most  unusual  country  and 
experiences. 

"I've  never  seen  the  country  looking 
quite  so  dry  and  dusty",  President  re- 
marked. It  did  seem  like  we  were  breath- 
ing nothing  but  dust  all  week. 

At  Molteno  we  visited  the  Shelver 
family.  Sister  Anna  Shelver  reiterated 
the  story  of  how  she  found  the  true  Church 
through  prayer,  even  though  far  removed 
from  any  members  or  organised  branches. 
When  the  desire  came  to  her  to  join  some 
church,  she  prayed  for  the  necessary  guid- 
ance from  God.  She  soon  received  her 
answer  when  a  Book  of  Mormon  was  sent 
to  her  in  the  post.  It  had  come  from  her 
sister,  but  this  was  the  first  time  she  had 
ever  heard  of  either  the  book  or  the 
Church.  She  and  her  husband  both  read 
it  and  immediately  recognised  it  as  the 
word  of  the  Lord  to  His  children.  They 
were  baptised  by  Elders  travelling 
through  that  vicinity  shortly  after.  A 
very  direct  answer  to  prayer. 

The  workings  and  influence  of  the 
directing  hand  of  the  Lord  were  experi- 
enced while  visiting  the  Botha  family 
near  Zastron.  The  conversation  that 
night  was  directed  toward  genealogy 
work.  Before  leaving,  the  President  had 
started  them  on  a  genealogical  project 
which  seemed  to  be  their  answer  for  an 
activity  to  replace  their  lack  of  contact 
with  the   Church.      They   live  miles  and 


miles  away  from  even  the  nearest  LDS 
family.  They  have  never  even  had  the 
privilege  of  attending  a  real  Latter-day 
Saint  Service.  It  is  marvellous  the  way 
the  Lord  continues  to  bless  them  with  the 
necessary  faith. 

Basutoland  is  not  the  best  place  in 
which  to  develop  stubborn  car  trouble  .  .  . 
and  that's  just  what  happened.  But  for- 
tunately we  were  within  five  miles,  instead 
of  50  miles,  of  our  destination,  Brother 
Norman  Halse's  native  trading  station, 
located  about  10  miles  outside  of  Quthing. 
Just  about  that  time  a  native  girl  hap- 
pened by  and  took  a  note  to  Brother 
Halse.  Soon  the  trouble  was  corrected, 
and  a  wonderful  visit  was  enjoyed.  The 
climax  came  the  next  morning  when 
Brother  Halse  led  the  natives  who  came 
to  trade  in  a  few  of  their  own  dances. 
It  was  all  recorded  on  movie  film,  of 
course. 

On  the  return  trip  from  Johannesburg, 
the  Saints  at  Kimberley,  Bloemfontein, 
Jagersfontein,  and  Paarl  were  visited, 
finding  that  all  was  well.  The  Elders 
in  Kimberley  and  Bloemfontein  are  mak- 
ing many  friends  and  preparing  those 
newly  opened  areas  for  greater  future 
growth. 

We  arrived  in  Kimberley  just  in  time 
to  celebrate  Sister  Sarah  Grotique's  84th 
birthday  with  her  on  October  i  ith. 

In  Bloemfontein  the  Elders  are  making 
many  friends  through  their  efforts  to  help 
get  basketball  and  baseball  started  in 
that  city. 

All  of  this,  and  much  more  which  I 
wish  I  could  mention,  was  crowded  into 
three  short  weeks.  And  if  any  one  thinks 
the  South  African  Mission  isn't  one  of 
the  largest — and  the  best,  too — ^^in  the 
world  to  take  care  of,  let  him  follow  in 
the  President's  footsteps  on  one  of  these 
tours.     He  will  soon  be  convinced. 

President  and  Sister  Sharp  have  carried 
this  huge  responsibility  well  and  faith- 
fully.

In  his  report  for  the  District  Presidency, 
Brother  Dan  Cherrett  told  them  that  the 
entire  district  is  becoming  very  "welfare 
minded".  Sea  Point  has  undertaken  a 
canning  project.  Sister  Madge  Halse 
suggested  that  each  family  should  carry 
out  an  individual  home  canning  project 
and  the  welfare  spirit  would  grow  even 
more. 

President  Sharp  then  sounded  a  note  of 
warning  for  each  to  get  his  house  in  order 
by  heeding  the  advice  of  the  Church 
authorities  in  this  thing,  inasmuch  as  the 
world  condition  does  not  appear  to  be 
clearing  itself.  He  explained  that  now 
is  the  time  to  gather  oil  for  our  lamps. 
He  continued  by  reminding  them  that  in 
the  parable  of  the  five  wise  and  five 
foolish  virgins  Christ  was  referring  to  his 
Church  and  people,  and  not  the  world  in 
general. 

Brother  Park  then  informed  the  people 
that  the  Branch  is  planning  to  organise 
a   special   Welfare   unit   apart    from   the 


Relief  Society  in  an  attempt  to  further 
develop  this  inspired  programme  in  the 
Cape  District. 

The  missionaries  in  the  Cape  have  been 
creating  much  attention  for  the  Church 
through  their  sports  activities,  baseball, 
basketball,  and  coaching  girls'  softball 
teams.

speakers  discussed  the  theme  of  the 
family,  the  home,  and  the  youth  of  the 
Church.  This  all  important  subject  was 
approached  from  many  angles.  So  fre- 
quently was  this  theme  a  part  of  confer- 
ence sermons  that  apparently  the  number 
one  problem  in  the  minds  of  the  General 
Authorities  of  the  Church  to-day  is  the 
home  and  the  dangers  that  threaten  this 
bulwark  of  civilisation  both  from  within 
and  without. 

Each  member  of  the  First  Presidency 
at  one  time  or  another  during  the  confer- 
ence approached  this  subject.  President 
George  Albert  Smith  sounded  a  closing 
appeal  for  proper  home  teaching  of  chil- 
dren, asking  that  these  children  be  taught 
to  pray  at  the  knees  of  their  parents. 

We  were  told  what  a  blessing  it  is  for 
children  to  have  wise  parents.  We  were 
informed  that  if  parents  will  accept  in 
full  their  responsibilities  toward  each 
other  and  toward  their  children,  and  will 
keep  the  commandments  of  God  and  live 
as  they  ought,  there  "will  be  no  divorce 
among  the  members  of  the  Church". 

Other  counsel  was  that  if  we  want  our 
families  intact  in  the  Celestial  Kingdom 
we  must  begin  by  teaching  our  children 
at  the  cradle-side. 

We  were  instructed  that  youth  demands 
recreation  and  companionship,  and  that 
we  parents  can  best  touch  their  lives  while 
they  are  yet  with  us,  while  we  have  the 
opportunity.  One  speaker  counselled  that, 
"We  cannot  be  saved  in  ignorance ;  neither 
can  our  children !  It  is  not  enough  in 
this  day  to  make  money  to  be  able  to 
bestow  the  riches  of  the  world  upon  our 
children  to  let  them  live  in  luxury ;  better 
it  is  to  give  a  little  of  ourselves  to  our 
children  that  they  might  know  us  for 
what  we  are  and  feel  of  our  spirit". 

Sounded  frequently  was  the  warning 
that  the  power  of  Satan  has  more  influ- 
ence with  men  to-day  than  ever  before, 
and  that  unless  nations  awaken  to  the 
grave  dangers  of  the  trend  of  the  times,

IDA  a.  SHARP. 

BOILED    RAISIN    CUP    CAKES 

2  cups  seedless  raisins. 

2  cups  sugar. 

1 1  cups  water. 

Boil  slowly  20  minutes  and  cool. 

Add  one  cup  shortening. 

A  pinch  of  salt. 

I   cup  chopped  nuts. 

I   teaspoon  soda. 

1  teaspoon  nutmeg,  cinnamon  and  all- 
spice. 

2  eggs  well  beaten. 

I   cup  milk,  sweet  or  sour. 
Enough  flour  to  make  a  drop  batter. 
I  teaspoon  baking  powder. 
I   teaspoon  vanilla. 

When  mixture  is  ready  place  in  paper 
baking  cups.  Place  the  paper  cups  in 
muffin  tins.  This  keeps  the  shape  of  the 
cup.  Fill  the  paper  cups  just  |  full. 
Bake  in  moderate  oven  350  deg.  until 
light  brown.  This  amount  makes  about 
three  or  four  dozen.  When  baked  in  the 
paper  baking  cups  the  cakes  will  remain 
fresh  for  several  days.

NEW   CHURCH   HYMN   BOOK   NOW 
OFF   PRESS. 

The  General  Church  Music  Committee 
has  announced  that  the  long-awaited  and 
much-needed  song  book  for  use  by  Ward 
and  Branch  Congregations  is  to  be  avail- 
able in  abundance  after  October  General 
Conference. 

The  book,  "Hymns,  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints",  comes  as  a 
result  of  six  years'  arduous  labour  by  a 
committee  composed  of  such  notable 
Church  musicians  as  Tracy  Y.  Cannon, 
chairman;  Alexander  Schreiner,  J.  Spen- 
cer Cornwall,  and  Frank  W.  Asper  of 
Tabernacle  organ  and  choir  fame;  Lc 
Roy  J.  Robertson;  and  N.  Lorenzo 
Mitchell,  father  of  Elder  Kenneth  H. 
Mitchell  now  labouring  in  Pretoria. 

In  reading  a  detailed  description  of  this 
valuable  work  it  is  found  that  it  contains 
many  notable  features  such  as  four  dis- 
tinct divisions  :  a  section  for  general  con- 
gregation use,  one  for  Branch  and  Ward 
Choirs,  a  third  with  hymns  specially  ar- 
ranged for  women's  voices,  and  the  fourth, 
hymns  arranged  for  male  voices.

rc^pent  anyway  for  justice  demands  that 
if  you  break  a  law  you  must  receive 
punishment.  Here  again  we  have  need 
of  a  saviour  to  save  us  from  sins  if  we 
will  but  repent.  Christ  took  upon  him- 
self the  punishment  for  the  sins  of  all 
men,  paying  the  price  of  justice  in  order 
to  show  forth  mercy.

We  sometimes  try  to  tell  ourselves  that 
we  won't  be  punished  for  our  sins,  or  if 
we  are  it  will  be  easy.  This  is  a  most 
fatal  way  of  thinking,  for  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  speaking  through  his  servant 
Joseph  Smith,  said :  "Therefore  I  com- 
mand you  to  repent.  .  .  .  For  behold  I, 
God,  have  suffered  .  .  .  for  all,  that  they 
might  not  suffer  if  they  would  repent. 
But  if  they  would  not  repent  they  must 
suffer  even  as  I,  which  suffering  caused 
myself,  even  God,  the  greatest  of  all,  to 
tremble  because  of  pain,  and  to  bleed  at 
every  pore,  and  to  suffer  both  body  and 
spirit".  (D.  &  C.  Sec.  19:15-18.)  This 
leaves  no  doubt  as  to  the  punishment  that 
awaits  those  who  will  not  repent.  Oh.. 
my  fellow  men,  we  must  repent  and  obey 
the  commandments  of  our  God. 

I  bear  solemn  witness  to  all  the  world 
that  Jesus  Christ,  who  lived  in  the 
Meridian  of  time,  is  indeed  the  Saviour 
of  the  world.  I  bear  fervent  testimony 
to  the  fact  that  through  his  sacrifice,  we
